Nuclear reactor is a device for producing NUCLEAR ENERGY by controlled nuclear reactions. It can 
be used for either research or power production. The reactor is so constructed that the fission of 
atomic nuclei produces a self-sustaining nuclear chain reaction, in which the produced neutrons 
are able to split other nuclei. A fission reactor consists basically of (1) a fuel, usually uranium or 
plutonium, enclosed in shielding; (2) a moderator-a substance such as graphite, beryllium, or 
heavy water-that slows down the neutrons so that they may be more easily captured by the 
fissionable atoms; and (3) a cooling system that extracts the heat energy produced. 

The fuel is sometimes enriched i.e., its concentration of fissionable isotopes is artificially 
increased-to increase the frequency of neutron capture. The breeder reactor is a special type of 
reactor that produces more fissionable atoms than it consumes by using surplus neutrons to 
transmute certain non-fissionable atoms into fissionable atoms. The design of fusion reactors is 
still in an experimental stage because of the problems involved in containing the plasma fuel and 
attaining the high temperatures needed to initiate the reaction.

She managed to survive those hot days 
without dying, although, of course, she suffered. When the next rains arrived, the lake 
filled up again, and the weather improved. Naturally, Gail had to keep her promise, and 
show everyone that she had learned not to be so dependent on comfort, so impatient, 
and so fussy. 
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We arrived at Omar Torrijos airport via American Airlines early in the afternoon. We 
purchased our required tourist cards (3 balboas, as US dollars are called in Panama) at the 
airport, then caught a taxi for the 18 mile ride to our downtown hotel. The ride in the 
battered, un-airconditioned car was rather expensive (30 balboas), but the driver spoke 
English and was very friendly. We arrived at the hotel and checked in. While my dad was 
checking in I bought a guidebook in the hotel lobby and read up on the history of Panama 
City. The original city was founded in 1519 by Pedro Arias Davila, known as Pedrarias the 
Cruel, because of his eradication of all but three of the local Indian tribes during his tenure in 
Panama. Davila used the city as a place to store Incan gold before it was shipped to Spain. 
The original city was sacked and burned in 1671 by a group of buccaneers led by Henry 
Morgan. The city was rebuilt within a year, this time on a peninsula 18 miles away and 
surrounded by a strong wall. This old Spanish city is now the in the middle downtown 
Panama City. 

Panama City is an international melting pot and its eating choices range from American fast 
food to excellent international cuisine. Eager to begin our sightseeing, we grabbed lunch at a 
nearby McDonald's after checking in then caught a bus. The buses in Panama are a tourist 
attraction in themselves. They are brightly painted, hung with fringe, and have constantly 
blaring Salsa and Caracas music playing. They are cheap (50 cents a ride), but are very 
crowded. After asking several drivers "Donde va este autobus?" we finally found one going 
to the Plaza Independencia. This plaza is the main square of the colonial town and is 
bordered on one side by a cathedral with twin mother of pearl towers that took 108 years to 
complete. On two other sides it is bordered by the Archbishop's Palace, now a university and 
the Central Post Office. While in the old part of Panama City we also visited the Iglesia de San 
Jose and saw the Golden Aaltar. This altar was in the original Panama City and was saved 
from Henry Morgan's pirates by a monk who painted it black to disguise it. When we finished 
touring we returned to our hotel and then ate dinner at El Pez de Ora, one of the city' famous 
seafood restaurants. 

Next day, we caught a ferry to Bocas del Toro where we visited Bastimentos National Park. 
The park has pristine white sand beaches where sea turtles nest. The coral reefs off the coast 
are home to more than 200 species of tropical fish. While there we also got to visit caves 
containing the largest population of fruit eating bats in the world! Later we went snorkeling 
of the coast of Almirante Island where we spent the night. 
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Australia is the world's smallest continent and sixth-largest country. With proportionately 
more desert land than any other continent, Australia has a low population density. Lying 
completely in the Southern Hemisphere, Australia is bounded by the Indian Ocean on the 
west and south and by the Pacific Ocean on the east. These oceans merge on the north in 
the Arafura Sea between Australia and Indonesia and New Guinea, and on the south in the 
Bass Strait. The coastline length, estimated at 19,200 km (12,000 mi), is remarkably short for 
so large an area, a result of the relative lack of indentation. Major inlets other than the Gulf 
of CARPENTARIA and the GREAT AUSTRALIAN BIGHT are few. 

A self-governing member of the Commonwealth of Nations, Australia celebrated its 
bicentennial in 1988. It is a federation of five mainland states (NEW SOUTH WALES, 
QUEENSLAND, SOUTH AUSTRALIA, VICTORIA, WESTERN AUSTRALIA) and one island state 
(TASMANIA), as well as two territories (AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY, NORTHERN 
TERRITORY). The country's name derives from the Latin terra australis incognita, meaning 
"unknown southern land," which resulted from a confusion between Australia and Antarctica 
on early world maps. 

In many ways Australia is unusual among continents. It lacks major relief features and has a 
high proportion of dry land. The continent's isolation from other landmasses accounts for its 
unique varieties of vegetation and animal life, and for the existence of a Paleolithic (Old 
Stone Age) culture among the Aborigines. Except for Antarctica, Australia was probably the 
last continent to be inhabited by humans and the last to be explored and settled by 
Europeans. It is the only continent comprising a single nation-state. 

Dutch explorers first sighted Australia in the early 17th century. Capt. James COOK explored 
the east coast in 1770 and claimed the land for Great Britain. In 1778 the first settlement 
(SYDNEY) was founded at an excellent harbor on the southeast coast. British convicts played 
an important role in the territory's early history. The discovery of gold and other ores 
attracted immigrants, but Australia remained a primarily agricultural country until World War 
II. 

Subsequent industrialization has been rapid, and today Australia ranks as one of the world's 
most economically developed countries, although vast areas of the interior, known as the 
Outback, remain all but uninhabited. 
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What is climatology? How does it differ from weather? Describe the Koppen Climate 
Classification and its purpose. Climatology is one of the several branches of physical 
geography, but it differs from weather in several ways. The term climate implies an average, 
or long term record of weather conditions at a certain region. It conveys a generalization of 
all the recorded weather observations in a given area. Weather conditions are recorded in 
specifics for any given moment in time: the temperature, percentage of rainfall, and 
percentage of humidity. Climate on the other hand, is described in more general terms. 
Humid Equatorial climates. Dry climates, and Cold Polar climates are marked by certain 
prevailing characteristics that can be mapped such as continuous snow or deserts. One of the 
most popular classification systems is the Koppen Climate Classification system, which gives 
different climates three letters that describe that climate. 

The Koppen Climate Classification system is comparatively simple and is based on a triad of 
letter symbols. The first (capital) letter is the critical one; the A climates are humid and 
tropical; the B climates are very dry; the C climates are humid and mild; the D climates 
reflect increasing cold; and the E climates mark the polar areas. The first letter is followed by 
two more letters that further define the climate of that region. The second letter represents 
and explains the dry season: whether there is or isn't a dry season, whether it is a short or 
long dry season, and what season it comes in either a dry winter or a dry summer. The third 
letter defines the temperature of different seasons either a hot or cool summer or a cold or 
warm winter. 

The purpose of the Koppen Climate Classification system is to assist in the realization of the 
importance of generalization, allowing you to concentrate on the big picture unaffected by 
less important complexities such as trade winds and jet streams. This methodology persists 
as a leading model in contemporary geography. In fact in recent years, geography has 
expanded the search for theoretical principles through the use of laboratory-like abstractions 
called spatial models. These spatial models are a modern approach to generalization in both 
physical and human regional geography. 
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On the rocky plateau of Giza, rise three great pyramids, each built during the lifetime of a 
pharaoh. Together, these pyramids constitute the most celebrated group of monuments in the 
world. While the pyramids at Giza were built in the Fourth Dynasty (2615-2500 BC), the first 
pyramid was actually built in Saqqara during the reign of King Zoser of the Third Dynasty. This first 
pyramid was a step pyramid meaning that the sides were not filled to make an even surface. 

Egypt, like no other land, has drawn historians, theologists and scientists to study the pyramids. 
The historians are still coming up with new theories about why they were built and who built 
them. There are many mysteries about the pyramids that are waiting to be unlocked. The 
pyramids were not built in isolation but as part of a larger complex dedicated to the dead. The 
Egyptians believed that the physical body has a vital spiritual force, which they called ka. If the 
physical body was properly preserved and the tomb furnished with all the various objects of 
regular life, the ka could return and continue its life despite the death of the physical body. 

The Egyptians also had other means of burial practices. Many of the pharaohs were buried in 
hidden temples. A famous discovery is the one of King Tutankhamen. King Cheops of the Fourth 
Dynasty chose a plateau in Giza for his pyramid. He followed his father's constructions which was 
the first real pyramid. The pyramid of Cheops was also known as the Great Pyramid. One 
hundred thousand Egyptians worked on it for twenty years before it was completed. It was the 
largest tomb-pyramid ever built. It was said that if the pyramid was taken apart, the stones could 
build a wall ten feet tall and one foot wide all around the entire county of France. The Great 
Pyramid was made of granite and limestone. Two late kings of the Fourth Dynasty, Cephren and 
Mycerinus, followed Cheops's example by building their pyramids on the same plateau. 

The interior of the pyramid is mostly a series of halls. The halls are not decorated with any 
valuable objects. In fact, they are not decorated at all. The interior is kind of like a maze. The 
only valuables you may find are in the tombs. The tombs are furnished with precious jewels and 
stones. A lot of these jewels have been put in museums. Unfortunately, some of them had been 
stolen by grave robbers. No land has been so expansively treated with wonders, as Egypt has. It is 
filled with treasures waiting to be discovered. There are many questions to be answered and 
mysteries to be solved.

Title: Poverty and Disease 


Nearly 50,000 people, including 30,000 children, die each day due to poverty-related problems 
and preventable disease in underdeveloped Countries. That doesn't include the other millions of 
people who are infected with AIDS and other incurable diseases. Especially those living in Sub- 
Saharan Africa (70%), or "the Third-World," and while we fight to finish our homework, children 
in Africa fight to survive without food, or clean water. During the next few paragraphs I will give 
proof that poverty and disease are the two greatest challenges facing under developed countries. 

Niger and Sierra Leone, the two poorest countries in the world only have a GDP of around 500 
dollars per capita. Which, compared to Canada's 27,000 dollars per capita, is considerably low. In 
the 48 poorest countries, an average of 2$ a day is made by each working person. Imagine living 
off 2$ a day in Canada, you couldn't even buy a Big Mac and a drink for 2$. This is making 
starvation a very serious problem in 3rd-world countries, not to mention their low immune 
systems, used for preventing disease, not working right from the lack of nutrition. 
After the smallpox pandemic, science has done a lot to cure and control most other outbreaks of 
diseases. But with the shortage of healthcare and medication in the developing regions, what is 
there to stop many diseases from spreading. In Kenya, there is only 1 doctor for over 5000 
people. How does 1 doctor make sure 5000 people are not in trouble with a live-threatening 
disease? 

The AIDS virus is the most common disease, and with no cure, an infected person will die. It is 
estimated that 90 to 95 percent of AIDS infections occur in developing countries where the 
world's worst living conditions exist. 

After being brought up to date with the current situation in the under developed part of the 
world there should be good reason to believe that the two main problems are disease and 
poverty. Considering the number of people that die each day due to starvation, it should be 
pretty obvious that a major problem in under developing countries is food consumption. It is the 
main reason for the deaths, It is the main reason for the despair. Disease is just a little concern 
compared to the losses from starvation and malnutrition. 
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Title: Impact of World War II On Canada 


The result of the Second World War fundamentally changed Canada and its economy started 
booming. There are many reasons for this change and if you remember, World War I also made a 
big impact on the development of Canada. However, in the next few paragraphs I will talk about 
how Canada gained much more respect and autonomy from the Second World War than ever 
before and also how Canada changed from a normal country into an industrialized nation. 

After greatly contributing to the war, especially in the Battle of the Atlantic, Canada ended up 
having the 3rd largest navy and 4th largest air force. Now, for such a small nation of only around 
11 to 12 million, this was a large military force. Since Canada had done so well in the war (already 
their second world war as a country) Canada started to grow further and further apart from 
Mother Britain. There was a feeling a greater sense of pride and a more nationalistic notion. 
Canadians everywhere no longer saw themselves as British, Scottish, or American, they were 
Canadian. Canada was now a respected country, and I might add, a pretty powerful one 
too. Canada also became a leader internationally as well. With such an enormous military 
contribution during the war, other countries began to recognize the success of Canada. People 
wanted to know more about Canada. Consequently, the war advanced Canada's sense of 
identity. 

Before the war, Canada's most important sector in its economy was agriculture. However, this 
was changing drastically after and during the war as industry began to take over as being more 
important. Canadian production of war material, food supplies, and raw materials had been 
crucial during the war. After the war, it was only natural that big investments were being made in 
mining, production, transportation, and services industries. Canadian cities were becoming very 
important contributors to the economy. This was also bringing in waves of post-war immigration, 
the backbone of Canada's multicultural society we know today. Because of Canada's boost in the 
industrial economy and its status in World War II, job options were abundant.

That's a 
point that rival Apple likes to drive home, calling Android fragmented. "The overriding theme of 
the I/O keynote was Google reasserting control over Android," said Jan Dawson, founder of 
Jackdaw Research. 

Google enters I/O as diversified a company as ever. While Apple, which held a similar developer 
conference earlier this month at the same location, focuses its efforts on a small number of 
categories — PCs, mobile devices, and a few media services among them - Google has a wider 
palette, inhabiting everything from desktop computers to smartphones and tablets, to 
smartwatches and appliance displays will allow Google to extend its market reach.

There many ways in which John Demos's "The Unredeemed Captive" could be considered 
either a conventional, or non-conventional narrative.

When the persecution of the Quraysh got severe, the Prophet Muhammad 
(peace and blessings be upon him) gave permission for his companions to emigrate to 
Madinah. Emigrating was not a new experience for Abdullah. He and some members of his 
immediate family had migrated before to Abyssinia. This time, however, his migration was on 
a far bigger scale. His family and relatives, men, women and children, migrated with him. In 
fact, his whole clan had become Muslims and accompanied him. 

Abdullah's clan were not long gone when the alerted Quraysh leaders came out and made 
the rounds of the districts in Makkah to find out which Muslims had left and who had 
remained. Among these leaders were Abu Jahl and Utbah ibn Rabi'ah. Utbah looked at the 
houses of the Banu Jahsh through which the dusty winds were blowing. 

He banged on the doors and shouted: "The houses of the Banu Jahsh have become empty 
and are weeping for its occupants." Abdullah bin Jahsh had the most beautiful and expensive 
house. He sacrificed this house for the pleasure of Allah. Seeing it abandoned, Abu Jahl 
entered the house and took all its contents. 

Later, when Abdullah ibn Jahsh heard what Abu Jahl had done to his house, he mentioned it 
to the Prophet, peace be upon him, who said: "Aren't you satisfied, 0 Abdullah, with what 
Allah has given you instead, a house in Paradise?" 

"Yes, messenger of Allah," replied Abdullah. From that moment he never had any regret for 
that house and became completely satisfied with the beautiful palaces that are awaiting for 
him in Paradise. 
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In the sixth year after the hijrah, the Prophet, peace be upon him, decided to expand the 
scope of his mission. He sent eight letters to rulers in the Arabian peninsula and surrounding 
areas inviting them to Islam. One of these rulers was Thumamah ibn Uthal. 

Thumamah was one of the most powerful Arab rulers in pre-Qur'anic times. This is not 
surprising since he was a chieftain of the Banu Hanifah and one of the rulers of al- Yamamah 
whose word no one dared to challenge or disobey. When Thumamah received the Prophet's 
letter, he was consumed by anger and rejected it. He refused to listen to the invitation of 
Truth and goodness. More than that, he felt a strong desire to go and kill the Prophet and 
bury his mission with him. 

Thumamah waited and waited for a convenient time to carry out his design against the 
Prophet until eventually forgetfulness caused him to lose interest. One of his uncles, 
however, reminded him of his plan, praising what he intended to do. In the pursuit of his evil 
design against the Prophet, Thumamah met and killed a group of the Prophet's companions. 
The Prophet thereupon declared him a wanted man who could lawfully be killed on sight. Not 
long afterwards, Thumamah decided to perform umrah. He wanted to perform tawaf around 
the Ka'bah and sacrifice to the idols there (The people of Makkah, before becoming Muslims, 
placed hundreds of idols in the Holy Ka'bah. These idols were later destroyed by the 
Prophet). So he left al-Yamamah for Makkah. As he was passing near Madinah, an incident 
took place which he had not anticipated. 

Groups of Muslims were patrolling the districts of Madinah and outlying areas on the lookout 
for any strangers or anyone intent on causing trouble. One of these groups came upon 
Thumamah and apprehended him but they did not know who he was. They took him to 
Madinah and tied him to one of the columns in the mosque. They waited for the Prophet 
himself to question the man and decide what should be done with him. When the Prophet 
was about to enter the mosque, he saw Thumamah and asked his companions, "Do you know 
whom you have taken?" 

"No, messenger of God," they replied. 

"This is Thumamah ibn Uthal al-Hanafi," he said. "You have done well in capturing him."... 
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...The Prophet then returned home to his family and said, "Get what food you can and send it 
to Thumamah ibn Uthal." He then ordered his camel to be milked for him. All this was done 
before he met Thumamah or had spoken to him. The Prophet then approached Thumamah 
hoping to encourage him to become a Muslim. "What do you have to say for yourself" he 
asked. "If you want to kill in reprisal," Thumamah replied, "you can have someone of noble 
blood to kill. If, out of your bounty, you want to forgive, I shall be grateful. If you want money 
in compensation, I shall give you whatever amount you ask." 

The Prophet then left him for two days, but still personally sent him food and drink and milk 
from his camel. The Prophet went back to him and asked, "What do you have to say for 
yourself" Thumamah repeated what he had said the day before. The Prophet then left and 
came back to him the following day. "What do you have to say for yourself?" he asked again 
and Thumamah repeated what he had said once more. Then the Prophet turned to his 
companions and said, "Set him free." 

Thumamah left the mosque of the Prophet and rode until he came to a palm grove on the 
outskirts of Madinah near al-Baqi' (a place of luxuriant vegetation which later became a 
cemetery for many of the Prophet's companions). He watered his camel and washed himself 
well.

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Numerous studies have suggested that caffeine has many health benefits. Now, new research 
suggests that a dose of caffeine after a learning session may help to boost long-term 
memory. This is according to a study published in the journal Nature Neuroscience. 

The research team, led by Daniel Borota of the Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore, notes 
that although previous research has analyzed the effects of caffeine as a cognitive enhancer, 
whether caffeine can impact long-term memory has not been studied in detail. 

To find out, the investigators analyzed 160 participants aged between 18 and 30 years. 

On the first day of the study, the participants were shown pictures of different objects and 
were asked to identify them as "indoor" or "outdoor" items. 

Soon after this task, they were randomized to receive either 200 mg of caffeine in the form of 
a pill, or a placebo tablet. 

The next day, the participants were shown the same pictures as well as some new ones. The 
researchers asked them to identify whether the pictures were "new," "old" or "similar to the 
original pictures." From this, the researchers found that subjects who took the caffeine were 
better at identifying pictures that were similar, compared with participants who took the 
placebo. 

However, the researchers note that both groups were able to accurately distinguish whether 
pictures were old or new. The team conducted further experiments using 100 mg and 300 mg 
doses of caffeine. They found that performance was better after the 200 mg dose, compared 
with the 100 mg dose, but there was no improvement after the 300 mg of caffeine, compared 
with 200 mg. 

The team also found that memory performance was not improved if subjects were given 
caffeine 1 hour before carrying out the picture identification test. 
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Title: Prolonged Fasting 'Re-Boots' Immune System 


Results of a new study on mice and a phase 1 trial of humans suggest that prolonged cycles of 
fasting - for 2-4 days at a time - not only protect against toxic effects of chemotherapy, but 
also trigger stem cell regeneration of new immune cells and clearing out of old, damaged 
cells. 

The study, by researchers from the University of Southern California (USC) in Los Angeles, and 
published in the journal Cell Stem Cell, is the first to show that a natural intervention can 
trigger regeneration of an organ or system through stem cells. The team believes the findings 
could benefit people with immune system damage, for example if they have 
received chemotherapy treatment for cancer. It could also benefit the elderly whose immune 
systems are weakened through aging, making them more susceptible to disease. 

The scientists say prolonged fasting appears to shift stem cells of the immune system from a 
dormant state to an active state of self-renewal. 

Results from experiments with mice and a phase 1 human clinical trial showed that long 
periods of fasting significantly lowered levels of white blood cells. In the mice, it flipped a 
switch that changed the signaling pathways of hematopoietic stem cells - a group of stem 
cells that generate blood and immune systems. 

"We could not predict that prolonged fasting would have such a remarkable effect in 
promoting stem cell-based regeneration of the hematopoietic system," says Valter Longo, a 
professor of Gerontology and the Biological Sciences at the USC Davis School of Gerontology, 
and director of the USC Longevity Institute. 

He says that when you stop eating, the body uses up stored glucose, fat and ketones, and 
also recycles worn out and damaged immune cells. 

"What we started noticing in both our human work and animal work is that the white blood 
cell count goes down with prolonged fasting," he explains. "Then when you re-feed, the 
blood cells come back. So we started thinking, well, where does it come from?" 
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In 1971, the first email was delivered. More than 40 years on, social media has taken the 
world by storm. Social networking sites, such as Facebook and Twitter, are now used by 1 in 4 
people worldwide. Such activity may seem harmless, but some researchers suggest social 
media may affect our mental health and well-being. 

In essence, social media defines an array of Internet sites that enable people from all over the 
world to interact. This can be through discussion, photos, video and audio. Facebook is the 
leading social networking site, with more than 1.2 billion global active users every month. The 
site's popularity is followed closely by MySpace, Twitter, Linkedln and Bebo. 

The latest statistics show that around 42% of online adults use multiple social networking 
sites. Perhaps not surprisingly, the majority of social media users are under the age of 30, 
although the number of older users is on the rise. Around 45% of Internet users aged 65 or 
older now use Facebook, increasing from 35% in 2012. However, In 2012, Anxiety UK 
conducted a survey on social media use and its effects on emotions. 

The survey found that 53% of participants said social media sites had changed their behavior, 
while 51% of these said the change had been negative. Those who said their lives had been 
worsened by using social media also reported feeling less confident when they compared 
their achievements against their friends. "This problem has definitely gained recent 
attention," says Dr. Rauch. "We know that many people on social media sites often present 
idealized versions of their lives, leading others to make upward social comparisons, which can 
lead to negative emotions." 

Finally, the survey revealed that two thirds of participants reported difficulty relaxing and 
sleeping after they used the sites, while 55% said they felt "worried or uncomfortable" when 
they were unable to log onto their social media accounts. 
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Title: Chocolate Could Prevent Obesity And Diabetes 


In a mouse study, led by Andrew P. Neilson of the Department of Food Science and 
Technology at Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State University, researchers discovered that 
a certain antioxidant in cocoa - the main ingredient in chocolate - prevented mice from 
gaining weight and lowered their blood sugar levels. 

This is not the only study to suggest that consuming chocolate can prevent such health 
conditions. 

Earlier this year, Medical News Today reported on a study claiming that chocolate, as well as 
wine and berries, protects against type 2 diabetes, while other research found that teens 
who eat lots of chocolate tend to be slimmer. 

Such studies claim that the reason chocolate may have these health benefits is because of 
the flavanols it contains. These are types of antioxidants. But the researchers of this most 
recent study say that not all flavanols are the same. In fact, cocoa has several different types. 

In their study, published in the Journal of Agricultural Food and Chemistry, the investigators 
set out to determine exactly which flavanol may be responsible for preventing weight gain 
and lowering blood glucose levels. 

For the research, the investigators assigned mice to one of six different diets for 12 weeks. 

These consisted of high- and low-fat diets, and high-fat diets supplemented with either 
monomeric, oligomeric or polymeric procyandins (PCs) - types of flavanols. Mice were given 
25 milligrams of these flavanols each day for every kilogram of their body weight (25 mg/kg). 

The research team found that a high-fat diet supplemented with oligomeric PCs was the most 
effective for maintaining weight of the mice and improving glucose tolerance - a factor that 
could help prevent type 2 diabetes. 
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Title: Laughter May Be The Best Medicine 


We are all familiar with the saying, "laughter is the best medicine." And this motto may ring 
true when it comes to tackling age-related memory loss; a new study from Loma Linda 
University in California finds that humor may reduce brain damage caused by the "stress 
hormone" cortisol, which in turn, improves memory. 

The research team, led by Dr. Gurinder Singh Bains, recently presented their findings at the 
Experimental Biology meeting in San Diego. It is well known that too much stress can 
negatively affect health. Medical News Today recently reported on a study suggesting 
that stress may worsen allergies, while other research indicates that it makes the brain more 
susceptible to mental illness. 

Past research has also shown that stress can worsen memory and learning ability in elderly 
individuals. This is because stress increases production of cortisol - a hormone that can cause 
damage to neurons in the brain. Since it is well known that laughter can be a stress reliever, 
the research team wanted to determine whether humor may reduce brain damage caused by 
cortisol. 

The researchers analyzed one group of elderly individuals who had diabetes and another 
group of elderly people who were healthy. Both groups were required to view a 20-minute 
humorous video, before completing a memory test that measured their visual recognition, 
learning ability and memory recall. 

A third group of elderly individuals were asked to complete the memory test without 
watching the funny video. The team then compared the results of all three groups. Cortisol 
levels for all participants were recorded before and after the experiments. The investigators 
found that both groups who watched the humorous video showed a significant reduction in 
cortisol levels, compared with the group that did not view the video. 

The groups that watched the funny video also showed greater improvement in memory 
recall, learning ability and sight recognition, compared with those who did not watch the 
video. The diabetic group demonstrated the greatest improvement in both cortisol levels and 
memory test scores. 
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Title: High Blood Pressure In Women 'More Dangerous' Than In Men 


High blood pressure is known as the "silent killer," as it often has no symptoms. And now, 
new research suggests that women with high blood pressure are at higher risk than their 
male counterparts of vascular disease, prompting researchers to recommend different 
treatments in women. 

The study, published in the journal Therapeutic Advances in Cardiovascular Disease, was 
conducted by scientists at Wake Forest Baptist Medical Center in North Carolina. According 
to the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), around 1 in 3 adults in the US have 
high blood pressure, putting them at risk for two leading causes of death - heart disease 
and stroke. 

But in this latest study, researchers found "significant differences" in the mechanisms that 
cause high blood pressure in women, compared with men. "This is the first study to consider 
sex as an element in the selection of antihypertensive agents or base the choice of a specific 
drug on the various factors accounting for the elevation in blood pressure," says Dr. Carlos 
Ferrario, lead author and professor of surgery at Wake Forest Baptist. 

He notes that traditionally, the medical community "thought that high blood pressure was 
the same for both sexes," and therefore medical treatment was based on that idea. To look 
at potential differences. Dr. Ferrario and his team studied 100 men and women with 
untreated high blood pressure who were 53-years-old or more. They did not have other 
major diseases, according to a range of specialized tests the researchers conducted, which 
showed whether the heart or blood vessels were involved in increasing blood pressure. 

These tests measured forces involved in the circulation of blood, called hemodynamic 
characteristics, as well as hormonal profiles of the mechanisms behind the development of 
high blood pressure in both the men and women. Compared with men who had the same 
level of high blood pressure, women had 30-40% more vascular disease, the researchers 
found. 

They also observed physiologic differences in the cardiovascular systems of the women, 
which included levels and types of hormones involved in regulating blood pressure. The team 
says these factors can affect the severity and frequency of heart disease. 
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Thomas Edison may be the greatest inventor in history. He has over 1000 patents in his 
name. Many of his inventions still have a major affect on our lives today. He was also a 
business entrepreneur. Many of his inventions were group efforts in his large invention 
laboratory where he had many people working for him to help develop, build, and test his 
inventions. He also started many companies including General Electric, which is one of the 
biggest corporations in the world today. 

Thomas Edison was born in Milan, Ohio on February 11, 1847. His family soon moved to Port 
Huron, Michigan where he spent most of his childhood. Surprisingly, he did not do well in 
school and ended up being home schooled by his mother. Thomas was an enterprising young 
man, selling vegetables, candy and newspapers on trains. One day he saved a child from a 
runaway train. The child's father repaid Edison by training him as a telegraph operator. As a 
telegraph operator, Thomas became interested in communications, which would be the focus 
of many of his inventions. 

Menlo Park, New Jersey is where Thomas Edison built his research labs. This was the first 
business or institution with the sole purpose of inventing. They would do research and 
science and then apply it to practical applications that could be manufactured and built on a 
large scale. There were a lot of employees working for Edison at Menlo park. These workers 
were inventors, too, and did a lot of work on Edison's ideas to help turn them into inventions. 

Thomas Edison has the patents and credits for many inventions. Three of his most famous 
include: 

The Phonograph - This was the first major invention by Edison and made him famous. It was 
the first machine that was able to record and playback sound. 

Light Bulb - Although he did not invent the first electric light, Edison made the first practical 
electric light bulb that could be manufactured and used in the home. 

The Motion Picture - Edison did a lot of work in creating the motion picture camera and 
helping move forward the progress of practical movies. 
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Steve Paul Jobs was born in San Francisco, California on February 24, 1955. His birth parents 
gave him up for adoption and he was adopted by Paul and Clara Jobs. Paul was a machinist 
and Clara an accountant. When Steve was five, the family moved to Mountain View, 
California where Steve went to school and grew up. One of Steve's favorite hobbies growing 
up was working with electronics in his garage with his dad. They would take apart electronics 
like radios and then put them back together. Steve was a smart student, but got bored with 
school. He often played pranks on others, getting into trouble. When he was thirteen. Jobs 
met eighteen-year-old Steve Wozniak. Wozniak was also into electronics and the two boys 
became friends. 

After graduating from high school. Jobs attended Reed College in Oregon. However, he found 
the classes boring and soon dropped out, taking a job with video game maker Atari. Jobs 
became more and more interested in philosophy. He quit his job and took a trip to India to 
find "enlightenment." He spent seven months traveling around India and studying the religion 
of Zen Buddhism. Upon his return to California, he went back to work for Atari. 

Jobs began hanging out with Steve Wozniak again and the two of them were very interested 
in computers. Wozniak wanted his own personal computer and, being the electronics genius 
he was, he invented his own computer. Jobs was impressed. He said they should start their 
own company selling the computer and Wozniak agreed. In 1976, they formed the company 
Apple Computer and called their first computer the Apple I. They began making the 
computers in Jobs' garage. Jobs was just 21 years old at the time. 

Wozniak then started working on the next version called the Apple II. Jobs could tell that this 
was going to be a great product. He sold the idea to some investors convincing them to invest 
in the company. The Apple II was a great success. The company quickly grew and went public 
just four years after it started in 1980. The next two personal computers from Apple, the 
Apple III and the Lisa, were not very successful. Jobs put all his efforts into the development 
of the Macintosh. The Macintosh was introduced with much fanfare during the Super Bowl. It 
was a huge success. The company quickly grew and went public just four years after it started 
in 1980...

However, Apple was coming under increasing pressure from the PC designed by IBM. The PC 
was an open concept which could be cloned and made by multiple companies. The PC was 
much cheaper than the Macintosh and Apple sales began to decline. Jobs took the blame and 
resigned from Apple in 1985. Always wanting to create that next great product. Jobs started a 
new company called NeXT Computer. The first products from NeXT were high-end personal 
computers. They were technically great, but too expensive for the average person and NeXT 
began to lose money. Jobs then turned NeXT into a software company and it began to have 
some success. 

In 1986, Jobs purchased a graphics company for $10 million. He changed the name of the 
company to Pixar. At first the company sold 3D graphics software, but in 1991 they received a 
contract from Disney to create a full length film. Their first film was Toy Story which was a 
huge success. Pixar went on to make films such as Finding Nemo, Monsters, Inc., Cars, WALL- 
E, and Up. Jobs actually made more money with Pixar than he did during his first stint with 
Apple. 

In 1997, Apple ended up purchasing NeXT from Jobs. He then returned to the company as the 
CEO. Apple was struggling at the time and needed some new ideas. With Jobs at the helm, 
Apple began to branch out into new products. They introduced the iPod music player and 
iTunes music software. Both were a huge success and gave Apple a new image of being on 
the cutting edge of consumer electronics. In 2007, Apple introduced the iPhone which 
changed the way phones were used and took the mobile phone market by storm. Jobs 
became a celebrity and was considered by many to be one of the great innovators of the 
2000s. 

Steve Jobs died on October 5, 2011 from pancreatic cancer. He had fought cancer for several 
years since first being diagnosed in 2003. 
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Orville and Wilbur Wright are credited with inventing the airplane. They were the first to 
make a successful human flight with a craft that was powered by an engine and was heavier 
than air.

Today, trips that previously would have taken months by boat and train, can now be 
traveled by plane in a few hours. Wilbur was the older brother by about 4 years. He was born 
in Millville, Indiana on April 16, 1867. Orville was born in Dayton, Ohio on August 19, 1871. 
They grew up in Indiana and Ohio, moving back and forth a few times with their family. They 
had 5 other siblings. 

The boys grew up loving to invent things. They got interested in flying when their dad gave 
them a toy helicopter than flew with the help of rubber bands. They experimented with 
making their own helicopters and Orville liked to build kites. Orville made the famous first 
flight. The flight took place at Kitty Hawk North Carolina on December 14, 1903. They chose 
Kitty Hawk because it had a hill, good breezes, and was sandy which would help soften the 
landings in case of a crash. The first flight lasted 12 seconds and they flew for 120 feet. Each 
brother made additional flights that day that were slightly longer. 

This wasn't a simple or easy task they had completed. They had worked and experimented 
for years with gliders perfecting the wing design and controls. Then they had to learn how to 
make efficient propellers and a lightweight engine for the powered flight. There was a lot of 
technology, know how, and courage involved in making that first flight. 

The Wright Brothers didn't stop with this first flight. They continued to perfect their craft. 
Around a year later, in November 1904, Wilbur took their newly designed airplane, the Flyer 
II, to the air for the first flight lasting over 5 minutes. 

The Wright Brothers were primarily pioneers in the area of flight. They did a lot of work on 
aerodynamics, propellers, and wing design. Prior to working on flight they ran a printing press 
business and then later a successful bicycle shop. 
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Isaac Newton is considered to be one of the most important scientists in history. Even Albert 
Einstein said that Isaac Newton was the smartest person that ever lived. During his lifetime 
Newton developed the theory of gravity, the laws of motion (which became the basis 
for physics), a new type of mathematics called calculus, and made breakthroughs in the area 
of optics such as the reflecting telescope. Isaac Newton was born in Woolsthorpe, England on 
January 4, 1643. His father, a farmer who was also named Isaac Newton, had died three 
months before his birth. His mother remarried when Isaac was three years old and left young 
Isaac in the care of his grandparents. 

Isaac attended school where he was an adequate student. At one point his mother tried to 
take him out of school so he could help on the farm, but Isaac had no interest in becoming a 
farmer and was soon back at school. Isaac grew up mostly alone. For the rest of his life he 
would prefer to work and live alone focused on his writing and his studies. In 1661, Isaac 
began to attend college at Cambridge. He would spend much of his life at Cambridge, 
becoming a professor of mathematics and a fellow of the Royal Society (a group of scientists 
in England). 

Isaac had to leave Cambridge from 1665 to 1667 because of the Great Plague. He spent these 
two years in study and isolation at his home in Woolsthorpe developing his theories on 
calculus, gravity, and the laws of motion. In 1696 Newton became the warden of the Royal 
Mint in London. He took his duties seriously and tried to get rid of corruption as well as to 
reform the currency of England. He was elected President of the Royal Society in 1703 and 
was knighted by Queen Anne in 1705. 

In 1687 Newton published his most important work called the Philosophiae Naturalis 
Principia Mathematica (which means "Mathematical principals of Natural Philosophy"). In 
this work he described the three laws of motion as well as the law of universal gravity. This 
work would go down as one of the most important works in the history of science. Newton 
died on March 31, 1727 in London, England. Today, he is considered one of the most 
influential scientists of all time alongside greats such as Albert Einstein, Aristotle, and Galileo. 
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Benjamin Franklin was a modern day Renaissance Man. Like Leonardo da Vinci, Ben Franklin 
excelled in many areas including science, inventing, politics, writing, music, and diplomacy. 
He is one of the founding fathers of the United States of America and is often called the "First 
American". 

Ben was born in Boston, Massachusetts on January 17, 1706. His father was a candle maker. 
Ben stopped going to school when he was 10 and starting working as an apprentice for his 
brother as printer when he was 12. He gained most of this education by reading a lot of 
books. Ben ran away when he was 17, breaking his apprenticeship with his brother. He went 
to Philadelphia, Pennsylvania where he worked as a printer. Ben first became known to the 
public as the publisher of the newspaper the Pennsylvania Gazette. He gained some notoriety 
as an American spokesman when his testimony to the House of Commons in England helped 
to get the hated Stamp Act repealed. 

During the Revolutionary War, Ben Franklin became Pennsylvania's representative to 
the Second Continental Congress. He was one of the five members that drafted 
the Declaration of Independence. While Thomas Jefferson was the main author, Ben did 
make some changes and had an influence on the final draft. One of his key roles in the 
Revolutionary War was as Ambassador to France. He helped to secure the Treaty of Paris, 
which got the French army on the side of the Americans and helped to turn the tide of the 
war. Franklin also took part in the Constitutional Convention and is the only Founding Father 
to sign all four major documents in the founding of the United States. These include the 
Declaration of Independence, the Constitution, the Treaty of Paris, and the Treaty of Alliance 
with France. 

As if being a prolific writer and a major player in the founding of the United States wasn't 
enough, Ben Franklin still found time to be a prominent inventor and scientist. He did many 
experiments to prove that lightning is in fact electricity. This led to his invention of the 
lighting rod, which helps to keep buildings safe from lighting. In science he studied and made 
discoveries in the area of electricity, cooling, meteorology, printing, and the wave theory of 
light. 
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Albert Einstein was a scientist in the early 1900s. He came up with some of the most 
important discoveries and theories in all of science. Some people consider him to be one of 
the smartest people of the 20th century. His face and name are often used as the picture or 
description of the consummate scientist. Read here to learn more about Albert Einstein; what 
he was like and what discoveries and inventions he made. 

Albert Einstein was born in Ulm, Germany on March 14, 1879. He spent most of his childhood 
in Munich, Germany. His father had an electronics company and Albert learned a lot about 
science and electronics from his dad. He really liked math and wanted to pursue math and 
science in school. He didn't finish school in Germany, but ended up his schooling in 
Switzerland. Einstein would later move back to Bern, Germany and work in the patent office. 

Albert immigrated to the United States in 1933. He was fleeing from the Nazis 
in Germany who didn't like Jewish people. If he had stayed in Germany he would not have 
been able to hold a teaching position at the University as a Jewish person. At one point the 
Nazis had a bounty on his head. In 1940 Einstein became a US citizen. 

Albert Einstein had many discoveries as a scientist, but is most known for his Theory of 
Relativity. This theory changed much in the way scientists look at the world and set the 
foundation for many modern inventions, including the nuclear bomb and nuclear energy. One 
equation from the theory is E=mc2. In this formula, "c" is the speed of light and is a constant. 
It is assumed to be the fastest speed possible in the universe. 

This formula explains how energy (E) is related to mass (m). The Theory of Relativity 
explained a lot of how time and distance may change due to the "relative" or different speed 
of the object and the observer. 

On 17 April 1955, Albert Einstein experienced internal bleeding and was taken to the hospital. 
Einstein refused surgery, saying: "I want to go when I want. It is tasteless to prolong life 
artificially. I have done my share, it is time to go. I will do it elegantly." He died in Princeton 
Hospital early the next morning at the age of 76. 
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A new study reveals how an active component of green tea disrupts the metabolism of 
cancer cells in pancreatic cancer, offering an explanation for its effect on reducing risk of 
cancer and slowing its progression. The researchers believe the discovery signals a new 
approach to studying cancer prevention. 

Reported in the journal Metabolomics, the study explores the effect of epigallocatechin 
gallate or "EGCG," an active biological agent of green tea. It shows that EGCG changes the 
metabolism of pancreatic cancer cells by suppressing the expression of lactate 
dehydrogenase A or LDHA, a critical enzyme in cancer metabolism. Metabolism is all the 
chemical reactions that occur in cells - such as extracting and using energy - that keep them 
alive, growing and multiplying. These cells can be normal, and they can also be cancerous. 

Numerous studies have previously suggested green tea and its extracts may provide suitable 
treatments for cancer, as well as other diseases. 

For example, one published in 2012 suggested that drinking green tea may lower risk of 
digestive system cancers in women while another found EGCG delivered intravenously 
directly to tumors made two-thirds of them shrink or disappear within one month. 

But, until this latest study, from Dr. Wai-Nang Lee of the Los Angeles Biomedical Research 
Institute (LA BioMed) and colleagues, it has not been clear how green tea and its extracts 
work to reduce the risk of cancer or slow growth of cancer cells. Using state-of-the-art 
metabolic profiling techniques. Dr. Lee and colleagues found EGCG disrupts the rate of 
turnover of molecules - known as "flux" - through a metabolic pathway in pancreatic cancer 
cells. 

They found EGCG disrupts metabolic flux in cancer cells in a similar way to oxamate, a known 
inhibitor of LDHA. They concluded that both EGCG and oxamate reduced the risk of cancer by 
suppressing the activity of LDHA, which in turn disrupts metabolic functions in cancer cells.
